THESECRET OF PALMISTRY- 

As many persons want to know how to 
toll forturres by the hand, ‘ just for the fan 
of the thing,’ the following brief directions 
will suffice to enable any reader to emulate’ 
the prowess of the gynsies in an art which is 
held to be peeuliarly their own, 

Bogin with the lina of life, starting from | 
a point an inch below the bottom of thd 
first finger and tracing it to its termination |: 
at tho base of tho thumb. Tf well defined 
and unbroken it is said to denote long life ; 
if cut and intersected by other lines, illness, 

: Every inch of tho lina of life ia supposed to 
stand for ten years, anda distinct break at 
any point indicates deuth at that age, esti- 
mated by its distance from the startin 
point of the line. 

‘The line of the head, or, ns it issome- 
times called, ‘the lincof intelloct,'isthe next 
“thing to be looked for. It sweaps horizon- 
tally across the palm, starting simultaneous- 
ly with the lino of life, If-cloar ond un- 

_ broken, it is supposed to indicate a logical 
intellect. It much notched, with lines en-. 
tering it from othor parts, it indicates that 
this intellect may run into many fancies, 

. aa, for instance, if the lines enter from the 
“bane of the middle fingor the tastes will ran 

to weird books or to solitary scheming. 

Tha line above the last-named, runaing 
from between the basos of the first aud 
second finger to tho little finger, is the line 
of the hoart, indicating sociability and affec- 
tion. Wheu much broken and intersected, 
it means that the awner will be the slave of 
his or her passions, especially those passions 
which ard dosignatod aa ‘tender’ or erotic. 
It is usually the mos’ broken and irregular 
of all the lines of tho hand, on which ac- 
count the ancient palmists probably selected 
it, 

Tho line which runs perpendicularly 
fram the root of the second finger to tho 
wrist ia-called the lino of fortune, aud the 
more broken and irregular this is the better 
for- the posseasor. If these broken and 
added lines are yenerally parallel to the 
original line they denoto streaks of good 
luck or good fortune; if thay ‘ont it nercsa 
thay denote ‘crossea’ or, ups and dows? 
in life. Unfortnnately, the latter is the 
tule, 

Tho ‘mounts’ ard. thy little fleshy pro- 
ninences at thé roots of the fiuvers and 
between the joints. At the’ foot of the 
frst finger is the mount of Jupiter; the 
second is sacred to Suturn, the third to Sun, 
and the little finger'to Mercury, Bulow 
the latter, on tho right side of the hand, is 
the hill of Mars ; still further below ig the 
hill of the Moon. Of these Jupiter is pro- 
pitious, Saturn means ill-luck, tho Suu 
riches, Mercury: knavish and ‘ smart- 
ness ;’ Mara, war or military genius. and 
the Moon moodiness, crankiness or a ton- 
deucy to philosophical apoculation. Ac. 
cording to the extont to which: the lines on 
these ‘mounts’ are marked and the pro- 
minence of the ‘muunts’ themselves the 
charactoristics and fortune of the individual 
are foretold, Tlreo atrongly-tnarked horiz- 

-ontal lines at the base of the hand, when 
Present, constitute the ‘ rogal bracelot,” and 
re supposed to indicate‘long and pras- 
perous lifo, with strong will power.
